Simply Guessing 
It is conceded th a t th e best th at 
can be donq a t the present tim e is 
simply to guess a t the num ber. Re­ 
ports of the large num ber who ara 
in need of aid in Messina, Reggio 
and oth er destroyed tow’ns indicate 
th a t a larger percentage of the peo­ 
ple escaped th an would have been 
possible if the highest estim ates of 
th e dead are correct. 
It is estim ated by some of the dead 
in Messina alone are 90.000, yet this 
num ber would mean 70 per cent t>f 
the population perished and th is is 
believed 
to be exaggerated. 
The 
sam e thing holds tru e w ith regard 
to Reggio, w here estim ates of th e 
dead run as high as sixty thousand 
which is virtually the entire popula­ 
tion not only of the city b u t of the 
comm une. 
The last census in fact, does not 
give Reggio so large a population. 
Ruins Hold No Living 
Late reports from the rescuers say 
th a t there are no longer any vic­ 
tim s still alive in the ruins. 
D uring the first two days m any 
were found suffering untold to rtu res 
in the wreckage, b u t three days o t 
such torm ent have proved m ore than 
the strongest could bee’* and today's 
reports show th at Heat a bag m erci­ 
fully put an end to th eir agony. 
Chaos Full of Bodies. 
N um berless charred 
bodies 
are 
found in the ruins telling of deaths 
too terrible to contem plate. In m any 
cases the bodies were b ut slightly 
burned death refusing an early es­ 
cape to the victims. 
The features of these were te rri­ 
bly distorted. 
Broad State R elief

Many Battleships Arrive 
Sixteen battleships and cruisers 
are now on the scene and France has 
started 
five 
additional battleships 
from Toulon. 
Ships navigated the straits of Mes­ 
sina today w ithout difficulty. Th* 
pilots had to pick a new course aud 
proceeded w ith the utm ost caution. 
W hile the course of the strait has 
been m aterially changed, it is be­ 
lieved th a t it will be m ore easily nav, 
lgated hereafter. It is believed th at 
th© stra it has )>een deepened by the 
seism ic disturbances.
